WHY NOT GET AWAY FROM THE PRESENT 
TAXI “TIE-UP-TRAFFIC” SYSTEM? 
Have you ever noticed the numbers of strangers and 
raveling men who come to our cities and waste hours at 
time waiting on the street corner for a taxi-cab? Of 
course they don’t wait for hours at a time, but frequently 
do they stand for as long as thirty minutes hoping against 
hope that there may be k car coming along directly to 
take th$m to one city pr Ho the other. There is a coty” 
dderable distance between Albany-Decatur, considering 
the two main business districts in which these raen do 
their work, and lugging heavy grips fqr the distance of 
half a mile* is not looked upon with favor. What is the 
result? Mare poor advertising for your cities. 
\ 
Take,another situation—the traffic fitugtimi. 
When 
hese “once an hour cars” do pull along the street they 
bring with them a problem for every other motorist on 
the street at the time. Cab-drivers stop at any point they 
night wish" to take on a cusomer, frequently jamming 
raffic and endangering drivers who must go around 
them. There is a law which says substantially that traf­ 
fic must not halt in the middle of the street, points are 
iesignated, just as in the old days of the Street ca 
Under the present system it seems that the taxi system 
is more of a detriment than the old street car system. We 
were rid of one nuisance only to be afflicted with a sec­ 
ond that is apparently running things as it sees fit. 
Up in Huntsville Hiere was difficulty tlith the . eab 
drivers in that the drivers did not wish to‘ put up a 
stipulated sum in bond, required by the city. The driVbrs 
took things in their own hands and the taxis stopped run 
ning, adding to the misery of the Huntsville city fathers. 
Their misery did not last long, they sent an invitation to 
the Yellow Cab people and soon had a real system in 
stalled, doing away with the independent, individual taxi 
-system entirely. 
We do not advocate that the Yellow 
Cab folks come here unless it can be proved that the sys 
tom will pay for itself and turn back a profit to the own­ 
ers, any business would #be granted so much, but we are 
entirely too well fed on this present system. «Drive your 
Car on Second avenue and Bank streeft at any time, hap­ 
pen to get behind * taxi and you will realize that there 
is a great more difficulty coming to you than when you 
used to glance at the sign, “Do Not Enter Moving Car.” 
There should be some system to provide for the sta­ 
bilization of the present plan. We do not wish to advo­ 
cate that the people now making a living at taxi operation 
be thrown out of employment. We do not even wish to 
cause them trouble with the administrations of the cities, 
but we do want them to conform to some set schedule for 
‘runs” between the two cities, and we want them to ob­ 
serve traffic laws and regulations. Until such ideas are 
looked upon with more respect we will continue to have 
i poor system, a system that is of little use, a system 
that is going to gain only harsh words for the cities pn 
the outside, The city* fathers can safeguard against all 
these-evils resulting from present conditions. Something 
should be done at once, prevention now may mean a world 
of saving later on, surely It will go a long way toward
